Minneapolis Minister Has Been 
Prisoner in China for 
Two Years.

PEI PING, Oct. 27.— American 
authorities said today Consul-Gen- 
eral Adams at Hankow was investi- 
gating reports from missionary 
sources that Chinese Communists 
had killed the Rev. Bert Nelson of 
Minneapolis, Minn., whom they had 
been holding two years. 

Chinese reports to Adams recent- 
ly were that the Rev. Mr. Nelson 
was in good health, but had been 
removed to the northern part of 
Hupeh province by the so-called 
“Red Army No. 1” under pressure 
of the drive by Gen. Ckiang Kai- 
shek against the bandits. The mis- 
sionary advices were that Nelson 
was killed probably about Aug. 23. 


Captured in 1930, Ransom Paid, 
but Kept as Teacher 

Nelson was captured by the Com- 
munist army operating, then, as 
now, in the western provinces, Oct. 
5, 1930, at Kwangshan, Honan. 
With the Rev. K. N. Tveldt of St. 
Paul and nearly 100 Chinese cap- 
tives, Nelson was taken to the Com- 
munist army headquarters at 
Hwangan, Hupeh, where he re- 
mained for about a year. 

In April, 1931, the Communists 
reduced their original ransom de- 
mand of $85,000 to $2500 each for 
Nelson and Tveldt. The Norwegian 
Lutheran “hurch in America paid 
the *5000, but only Tveldt was re- 
leased, the kidnapers declaring a 
supply of gasoline they had asked 
for had not arrived.

It was necessary for the board 
first to vote to reconsider its action 
of last Sept. 29, by which it had 
fixed the valuation of the company 
at $35,000,000, virtually the same 
as for 1931. 


Brunk said the decrease should 
he made because an offical com- 
mittee of the City of St. Louis, 
studying the probable purchase of 
the property by the city, has set 
$25,000,000 as a maximum purchase 
price. Brunk referred to this as 
an “offer’’ setting a valuation which 
he thought the board could not le- 
gally ignore. 

Robert E. Moloney, a lawyer and 
a director of the company, ap- 
peared before the board and cited 
the tentative valutation of $25,000,- 
000 suggested by the St. Louis Com- 
mittee, and also told of the steady 
decline of the company’s revenue. 
The company’s, tax valuation for 
1931 was reduced from about $40,- 
000,000. 

The board voted a reconsidera- 
tion of the assessment of the Kan- 
sas City Public Service Co., previ- 
ously fixed at $12,831,330 for 1932 
taxes, and reduced it to $11,172,000. 
The latter valuation is the same as 
the company paid taxés on in 1931.

ATTEMPT TO SPEAK 


Semblance of Order Finally 
Restored After Darkness 
—Agitators March Away 
Under Guard but Traffic 
Is Blocked.

LONDON, Oct. 27.—Rioting un- 


employed, shouting defiance at 
the police, participated today in 
the most serious disturbance of 
London has seen in 


years.” 

About 50,000 persons, some as 
spectators, some as participants in 
the expected proceedings, were 
massed inside Hyde Park and at 
the several entrances as a column 
of several thousand jobless 
marched in for a demonstration in 
protest against administration of 
the dole system. 

In Great Cumberland place, op- 
posite the Marble Arch entrance 
on Edgeware road, a brick was 
thrown through the  Postoffice 
window. Mounted police charged, 
swinging their clubs, and the mob 
fell back, cursing and booing. 

One Attack After Another. 

The police retired and the 


crowd swept in again on them. 


Time after time the horses pressed 
back the mob, withdrew, and the 
mob surged in again. Stones and 
mud whizzed past the policemen’s 
heads. Several persons were in- 
jured and taken away in ambu- 
lances. This fighting took place 
over a 300-yard section along the 
bridle path from the marble arch 
westward. 

Meantime the throng inside 
which had been listening in an 
orderly manner to speeches from 
50 soap box orators, suddenly be- 
came threatening. 

Attracted by the affray at the 
Marble Arch, mobs began to gath- 
er inside the park railings. The 
mounted police extended their 
charges along Bayswater road as 
the crowds before and behind 
them, grew. more hostile. 

Officer Knocked Off Horse. 

The rioters pulled branches from 
the trees and tore up the park rail- 
ings as weapons. They threw any- 
thing that came to hand. One 
mounted policeman fell off his gal- 
loping horse. His helmet was 
knocked off by a stone, 


As the fighting grew more fierce, 
20 or more injured were carried 


away. some of them apparently hurt 


seriously. Women screamed among 
the rioters.

ALBANY, N. T., Oct. 37.— With 


most of his presidential campaign 
behind him, Gov. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt turned his attention to- 
day to a serious state problem, the 
care of New York’s thousands of 
unemployed next winter. 

The “Democratic presidential 
candidate ended an eight-day trip 
to the Middle-West and the South 
last night when he motored up the 
Hudson River from New York City, 


where he left his special train yes- 
terday morning. He had left Albany 
Oct. 18. 

Gov. Roosevelt and legislative 
leaders agreed, after a conference 
with unemployment relief commis- 
sion representatives, that there is 
no need for a special session of the 
New York Legislature to deal with 
unemployment relief. 

On Nov. 8 New York voters’ will 
pass on a proposed $30,000,000 
bond issue to finance relief work 
for the next year. 

The Governor will remain in Al- 
bany until Saturday when he will 
motor to Groton, Mass., to visit his 
young sons, John and Frank, in 
school there. Many party leaders 
of New England also are expected 
to call on him at Groton. Next 
Monday he wil! speak in Boston. 

Gov. Roosevelt’s return to Al- 
bany last night was almost un- 
noticed. Few knew when he would 
arrive home. He waved to the 
newspaper men who have followed 
him on all his six trips, advising 
them “to go to bed and get some 
rest, as I am going to do.” He 
had stopped at Hyde Park on his 
way up from New York to dine 
with his mother, Mrs. James Roose- 
velt, at the old family home. 

During his stay in New York yes- 
terday, the nominee was visited 
by Col. 
Frank Hague of Jersey City, who 
was Alfred E. Smith's campaign 
manager at the Chicago convention 
this year. Col. House now lives at 
Beverley Farms, Mass. Hague told 

70v. Roosevelt he was confident 
New Jersey would go Democratic. 


THOUSANDS IN RAIN CHEER 
AL SMITH AT PROVIDENCE 


Ile Speaks Briefly in Hall After 
Parade Through Streets; Boston 

Talk Tonight. 

By the Associated Press. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 27.— 
Alfred E. Smith was greeted by the 
cheers of thousands of Rhode Is- 
landers, when he arrived late to- 
day on the platform of Infantry 
Hall to deliver a brief address in 
behalf of the Democratic national 
ticket. A crowd that filled the 
4000 seats in the hall had waited 
since 1 p. m. for the former New 
York Governor and 1928 presiden- 
tial candidate. Thousands, with 
uplifted umbrellas, swished through 
the rain to the railroad station to 
greet him. Crowds had greeted 
him in a rear platform appearantes 
in Connecticut. Paper streamers, 
confetti and cheers greeted Smith 
and his party in a parade through 
the streets to the hall. Mrs. Smith 
met her husband at the station and 
carried an armload of flowers to 
the platform. 

“I am invading three New En- 
gland states to do what I can te 
bring about the election of Roose- 
velt and Garner, as well as the 
Democratic state tickets in these 
states, Smith said. 

He said it had been called to his 
attention that “through dissatisfac- 
tion, many people might stay 
away from the polls in this sec- 
tion. “They can’t do it,” he con- 
tinued, It isn’t fair to the coun- 
try and it certainly isn’t fair to the 
party.” 

In introducing Smith to the 
thronged auditorium, J. J. Cooney, 
Democratic leader, said his sup- 
port of Gov. Roosevelt” ended the 
“last hope of a Republican victory 
in November.” 

While Cooney talked several 
free-for-all fights took place on 
the floor. 

Smith speaks in Boston tonight 
on taxation and what he terms Re- 
publican neglect to balance the 
budget.

afoot, were assigned to special 
duty for the occasion, demonstrat- 
ing the fact that never before had 
Scotland Yard taken such elabor- 
ate precautions to deal with a 
demonstration by the jobless. 

Radio vans and motorcycle 
squads kept headquarters in touch 
with the dozen or more contingents 
of marchers, as if the whole busi- 
ness were a battle maneuver. 

Orders to the Marchers. 

Scotland Yard ordered its men 
not to interfere with peaceful 
demonstrations. The order was to 
exercise forbearance and avoid 
clashes, but there also were in- 
structions to the marchers not to 
engage in any activity that might 
precipitate a breach of the peace. 
Precautions were taken by police 
to prevent any demonstrations 
within a mile of Parliament build- 
ings. 

The Hammersmith Borough 
Council refused to receive a depu- 
tation of South Wales marchers 
who wanted free baths for 320 per- 
sons in their group this morning. 
Three Laborite members of the 
Council, in protest, walked out of 
the meeting, while the marchers 
walked out of Hammersmith bound 
for Hyde Park. 

At Edmonton the marchers re- 
fused to use 80 blankets offered by 
the Middlesex Public Committee 
because they said the blankets 
were dirty. 

Few of the hunger 
were hungry today because local 
residents and organizations fed 
them well. At Willesden 250 Scots- 
men breakfasted on tea, bread, but- 
ter, sausages and eggs. Besides 
each man received a large pack- 
age of food to last him through 
the day. 


The “army” numbered about 
2000 as it passed through South 
London. Forty men from Camber- 
well, escorted by 60 policemen, 
joined the ranks as the column 
trudged on toward Hyde Park. 

One of the few picturesque units 
was a delegation of Welshmen, uni- 
formed like an army with haver- 
sacks, heavy walking sticks, red 
neckties and red hatbands. Bag 
pipers and a drum corps marched 
ahead of them. Before they left 
Hammersmith there was a prelim- 
inary mass meeting with speeches 
and singing of The Red Flag” and 
other revolutionary songs. A hun- 
dred police stood by quietly until 
the march was resumed. 

A drizzle and chill wind, to 
which the marchers have become 
accustomed, failed to dampen the 
ardor of the various column: as 
they moved in from the rim of 
London with red flags flying. Hyde 
Park was ready for the expected 
50,000 jobless and spectators, with 
~ speaking stands set up fo- the 

ay.

from the suburban centers of Wim- 
bledon, Deptford, Brentford, Ed- 
monton, Stratford, Hammersmith, 
Tottenham, Battersea, Greenwich 
and Stepney. 

The long distance walkers were 
easily distinguishable from the 
rather pale faced recruits who 
joined the ranks near London. 

Many of the men in the lines 
were obviously weary and footsore 
and some carried their worldly be- 
longings on their backs. The Daily 
Mail called these the “dupes of 
Moscow being used as pawns in 
Communist propaganda.” 

The vanguard of the army moved 
inte London yesterday with W. A. 
L. Hannington at its head. Han- 
nington was said by police to be 
a Communist. He was the leader 
of a similar march on London in 
1930 and claims responsibility for 
the Invergordon naval mutiny last 
year. 

Two hundred marchers who 
reached the subu. of Acton last 
night went into the town with red 
flags flying to the music of a piper. 
A soldier in uniform who shouted 
jeers was chased. 

The various “battalions” were 
housed and fed last night in sub- 
urban halls, schools or workers’ 
clubs at the expense of sympa- 
thizers. Where the army will be 
fed and sheltered tonight and there- 
after in the heart of Lond.n was 
causing misgivings among the or- 
ganizers and authorities alike. 

The London County Council made 
preparation to : ‘ceive the jobless 
in the so-called “public casual 
wards” for the destitute, but the 
leaders have declared they won't 
accept these accommodations. One 
of the marchers’ objections to these 
wards is that they are scattered 
throughout London and they desire 
to keep the marchers together. 

Although the promoters of the 
march have said none of the men 
will return home until after a peti- 
tion of grievances has been pre- 
sented to Parliament Nov. 1. The 
prospect of a deputation’s appearing 
at the bar of the House of Com- 
mons appeared remote, although a 
deputation might be received in 
Parliament by one or more Minis- 
ters.

Miss Ruth Borman, 17-year-old 
mother, was found at a residence 
in Newhall, Los Angeles suburb,

ter, Nancy Ruth Buchanan, who 


was kidnaped yesterday from the 
home of her guardian, Mrs. Violet 
C. Buchanan, wealthy Los Angeles 
resident. : 

M. E. Warner, 24 years old, ar- 
rested at a San Fernando residence 


had told police, authorities said, 
that he aided Miss Borman, 17 
years old, yesteday in the kidnap- 
ing. 

Warner supplied police with the 
address of a Newhall residence, 
where he drove Miss Borman and 
Nancy. 

The three were taken to a San 
Fernando police sub-station and 
officers began taking statements. 

When police reached the New- 
hall address, which proved to be a 
small shack on the outskirts of the 
town, they found the mother asleep 
with her daughter. 

At the police station she con- 
fronted Mrs. Buchanan and with 
tears streaming down her face, told 
a story of an intense o: ging for 
her daughter, which finally drove 
her to carry the child away from 
the home of her guardian. 

When police mentioned a “kid- 
naping,” she turned on them 
scornfully, crying out: “She is my 
baby, even if the courts say she 
belongs to Mrs. Buchanan.” 

Acting Capt. V. P. Rasmussen, 
however, placed the mother and 
Warner under technical arrest and 
said he would hold them on sus- 
picion.of kidnaping. 

Rasmussen said he had found a 
typewriter in the home where the 
mother had taken the girl and 
would ask experts to study the type 
in an attempt to determine whether 
it corresponded to that of the ma- 
chine on which were written ex- 
tortion notes threatening Mrs. 
Buchanan with abduction of the 
child if she failed to pay $12,500. 

Mrs. Buchanan was given guard- 
ianship rights after having taken 
the child into her home shortly 
after birth. Mrs. Buchanan, offi- 
cers were informed, attempted to 
adopt the little girl, but Miss Bor- 
man opposed the proceedings, 
which were pending when the child 
was carried away. 

Although Mrs. Buchanan was ab- 
sent from her home at the time of 
the kidnaping, four guests, three 
men and a woman, were in the 
bouse. The woman was in a room 
adjoining the nursery, but neither 
she nor the men heard any dis- 
turbance, they told police, 

At a hearing last July on Mrs. 
Buchanan’s petition to adopt the 
child, it was disclosed that Miss 
Borman, herself a foster child, be- 
came the mother of the baby at 
the home of a foster sister, Mrs. 
Vivian Snyder. The baby was tak- 
en away and Miss Borman did not 
know its whereabouts until several 
months ago, she said, when she was 
asked to relinquish her rights so 
Mrs. Buchanan could adopt it. In- 
stead, Miss Borman started habeas 
corpus proceedings to regain the 
child, but the court decided it 
should remain under guardianship 
of Mrs. Buchanan.

HUGH THOMASSON SANE 
NERVE SPECIALIST ASSERTS 


Dr. R. E. Keaney, Former Superin- 
tendent of State Hospital at 
Farmington, Testifies. 

Dr. Robert E. Keaney, a nerve 
specialist and former superintend- 
ent of the Missouri State Hospital 
for the Insane at Farmington, tes- 
tified yesterday at the sanity hear- 


ing for Hugh W. Tnomasson that 
he had examined Thomasson seven 
times and found him normal. 

Dr. Keaney, who has offices in 
the Carieton Building, said that at 
the time of the first examination 
last May he found Thomasson suf- 
fering from insomnia and nervous- 
ness and advised him to “get away 
from the litigious atmosphere” in 
which he was at the time. 

The specialist said Thomasson 
had a good memory, could work 
simple arithmetic problems and 
had normal muscular reflexes. He 
described Thomasson’s blood pres- 
sure as excellent, his pulse good 
and said his emotions were nor- 
mal, with no evidence of hallucina- 
tions. Thomasson, who is 75 years 
old, reads without glasses, has all 
his teeth except three and dresses 
himself neatly, according to Dr. 
Keaney. 

“T asked him if he would lend 
me 33000,“ the physician said. He 
told me he didn’t have the money 
but if he could lend it to me he 
thought 10 per cent interest would 
be about right for a physician.” 
Dr. Keaney said Thomasson later 
recalled the incident clearly. The 
sanity hearing, in Circuit Judge 
Hoffmeister’s court, is in its elev- 
enth week.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 37. — The 


possibility that barter may become 
an important medium of trade be- 
- tween this and foreign countries is 
geen by Dr. Julius Klein as a re- 
sult of the United Kingdom's ab- 
brogation of her trade * with 
Russia, 

It is a prospect, however, says 
the Assistant Secretary of Com- 
- merce, which depends upon 
whether Russo-British trade 
slackens materially on expiration 
of the six months period of grace, 
and whether the United States ob- 
tains a share of the business En- 
giand loses. 

Both London and Moscow have 
known since the Ottawa conference 
that the treaty would have to be 
nullified if the British kept their 
promise to bar products dumped 
in competition with Canadian 
goods. But Parliament is under- 
stood to have assured the Soviet 
Government it would do all it 
could to have a new treaty ready 
at the end of the six months’ no- 
tice on the old. 

1931 Trade Totals. 

Dr. Klein says there ig little 
doubt that both countries will lose 
some of the trade which in 1931 
was worth approximately $35,000, 
000 to the United Kingdom and 


$160,000,000 to Russia, figuring the’ 
pound sterling on its gold standard 


basis. The actual logs will depend 
largely on what products are des- 
ignated as “competitive” by the 
‘new treaty. 

Some British interests are insist- 
ing that all Russian lumber, for 
instance, does not compete with 
Canadian because of the difference 
in types and grade. Thereis said 
to be a possibility that a blanket 
prohibition may not be placed on 
any commodity in which wide vari- 
ations occur. 

Another factor, DR Klein cites 10 
Russia's need for credits, and con- 
sequently its desire to buy from a 
country which can absorb its agri- 
cultural products. That has made 
England its best customer. 

Italy’s Market Opportunity. 

Because of the same need, the 
British, German and other Govern- 
ments whose nationals sell to Rus- 
sia have been guaranteeing them 
a substantial percentage of the 
purchase price and taking over the 
responsibility of collecting from 
the Soviet Government. 

The Department of Commerce 
has heard of sentiment in England 
both for and against these guaran- 
tees, and of indications that Ger- 
many may not expand such credits 
past their current limits. 

Some believe that leaves Italy as 
the most likely of potential Rus- 
sian markets on the continent, and 
the United States as the most likely 
Overseas, if Russo-British trade is 
disturbed by treaty abrogation. 

From 1929 to 1931, inclusive, 
when Russia was making heavy 
foreign purchases of farm and fac- 
tory equipment, imports from the 
United States ran from about $85,- 
000,000 to $114,000 000 annually, 
and its exports to this country 
ranged from $24,000,000 in 1930 
to $13,000,000 in 1931. 

Decline in Russian Trade. 

There is a much different Ppic- 
ture for the first eight months of 
the current year. In round num- 
bers, the United States exported to 
Russia $8,500,000 of goods, and 
imported $6,500,000. 

No small part of the decline is 
laid to the inaballity of Russia to 
get credits in the United States 
similar te those in European coun- 
tries. 

Since the Soviet Unſon is not rec- 
Ognized, Dr. Klein says, the United 
States cannot undertake extension 
of credits, and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation has | refused 
loans to exporters with Russian 
connections. 

There has been some discussion 
of a plan for private industry 
forming a revolving fund, to guar- 
antee sales to Rugsia by discount- 
ing long term Soviet collateral. Op- 
pohents have complained that when 
pressed for funds to meet its obli- 
gations, Russia has dumped prod. 
ucts on the world market. 

Private Financing Considered. 

Dr. lein says, efforts may be 
revived to finance Russian trade 


Privately—the United States per- 


haps selling steel and buying man- 
ganese. 

Otherwise, he says, industry in 
this country may revert to barter, 
the oldest known method of trade, 
to start. an exchange of goods with 
Russia. In such an event, he says, 
an exporter probably would agree 
to take from Russia, or from some 
country indebted to her, products 
equal in value te those sold to the 
Soviet Union. 


They would have to be sold, pri- 


marily perhaps, to customers in 
this country, and unless they were 
non-competitive with domestic 
production might lead to legal dis- 
pute. Records are before the 
Treasury Department dow in which 
it was alleged at a hearing that 
Russian manganese competes with 
American. 

Likewise, disputes have arisen 
over Russian anthracite and pulp- 
wood, and there is — to 
Russian asbestos. Lene it

TOLEDO, O., Oct. 27.—Secretary 
Mills in a campaign speech for 
President Hoover, said last night 
that the “road to ruin” lay with 
the Democratic party, while Re- 
publicans offered The road to re- 
covery.” 

In his prepared address released 
through the Republican National 
Committee, Mills deescribed ad- 
ministration’ efforts as “a program 
of arresting and reversing the dis- 
astrous process of deflaticn, and 
thus opening the way towards re- 
covery.” He added: 

„There was another program. It 


was the program initiated in and 
actually adopted by the Democratic 
House of Representatives and their 
responsible leaders. Up to the 
present time I have not em pha- 
sized that program or explained its 
dangers at length, because it only 
seemed fair to give the Democratic 
candidate for the presidency, and 
even the vice-presidential candi- 
date (though he was committed to 
this program) a chance to repudi- 
ate it and to state their positions. 
They have not done so. With elec- 
tion day less than two weeks away, 
the American people should under- 
stand the major threat which ex- 
ists, and which, because of its 
character and the tacit approval 
which the silence of the Democrat- 
ic leaders conveys, must now be 
considered as a major issue ‘in this 
campaign. 
Turns to Old Method. 

“Witnessing the fearful effects 
of deflation, and recognizing tle 
destruction wrought by panic, the 
House Democrats turned to that 
age-old method of quick relief 
direct, uncontrolled and undiluted 
inflation. They resorted to the 
same economic philosophy that 
gave such tremendous impetus to 
the greenback and the free-silver 
movement under the urge of giving 
quick relief to debtors, irrespec- 
tive of the ultimate consequences. 
They chose the most powerful and 
fatal method of inflation known— 
that is, the printing and issuance 
of paper dollars, with no metallic 
reserve back of them. 

“Now I want you to realize 
that these were not idle legisla- 
tive gestures; they represented a 
definite economic philosophy: their 
proponents were desperately seri- 
ous in their purpose: they were 
supported by an overwhelming 
majority of Democrats in the 
House of Representatives. They 
have never, insofar as I know, 
been repudiated by the men who 
were responsible for them, by the 
leader of the House, the present 
Democratic candidate for the vice- 
presidency, and, most significant 
of all, they have never been re- 
pudiated, directly and specifically, 
by the Democratic candidate for 
the presidency. It is not unfair 
to assume, therefore, that, far from 
being dead, such a program is 
still very much alive; and cer- 
tainly in the event of success the 
Democratic leaders and the Demo- 
cratic party could resort to these 
measures without any breach of 
faith towards the people, for I 
know of no pledges that they have 
given other than the vague refer- 
ences to sound currencies contain- 
ed in the party platform. 


Renewal of Demand. 
“Certain it is that whoever wins 
this election, there will be a real 
demand from some quarters for 
ust this sert of legislation. We 
ought to consider, therefore, what 
it really involves, and then pro- 
ceed to consider which candidate 
and which party is in the best 
position to resist these deraands. 
“Let us now try to visualize 
what would happen if, through 
congressional action, the Congress 
should direct the Treasury to pay 
any substantial part of the expen- 
ditures of the Federal Government 
through the use of the printing 
press. 

“The first and immediate effect 
would be a complete loss of confi- 
dence in the dollar. Unless the 
Congress simultaneously provided

NEW INQUIRY ORDERED 
IN REPORTED DROWNING 


For Third Time, Police Take 
Up Case of George Malonee, 
11, Missing 30 Months. 


A third investigation of the dis- 
appearance of George Mallonee; 11 
years old, who was last seen alive 
30 months ago on a section of Mis- 
sissippi River piling at the foot of 


Chippewa street, where a few min- 
utes later i.ve witnesses saw 1 
small boy drown, was ordered by 
Chief of Police Gerk today. 

The investigation was reopened 
at the instance of a newspaper re- 
porter who presented a memoran- 
dum from a lawyer stating the 
lawyer understood George's broth- 
er or father had heard that one of 
the five witnesses had said of 
George, “Oh, he'll come back,” in- 
dicating that he was not drowned. 

Chief Gerk assigned Detective 
Sergeant James Teeter to look into 
the findings of the Wyoming Street 
Station police, the then captain of 
the district, Robert Agee, and a 
group of officers under Detective 
Lieutenant John P. Coakley. 

The father of the boy, Joseph 
Mallonee, 2614A Pestalozzi street, 
complained to the Circuit Attorney 
in September, 1931, that he was not 
convinced his son had drowned 
since the body had not been re- 
covered. At that time, the Coakley 
investigation was ordered and 
Lieut. Coakley, two sergeants and a 
detective reported to the Chief that 
they had discovered the following: 

George went fishing with three 
friends of about his age on the 
25th of May, 1930. They left him 
sitting on the piling watching the 
fishing poles. Three older boys 
came along and stood on the pil- 
ing, too. The older boys, all of 
whom the police interviewed, heard 
a splash, and looking around, saw 
a boy in the river. They could not 
say it was George Mallonee be- 
cause they were not acquainted 
with George. 

They tried to reach the boy with 
fishing poles, but sinking and ris- 
ing, he drifted out into the current 
of the river, went down and did 
not reappear. Two of the com- 
panions returned, they told the of- 
ficers, in time to see the fluttering 
hands of a boy above the surface. 
However, they did not see his face, 
they said, as his head did not ap- 
pear above the water while they 
were looking. 

Of the larger boys, 19 and 20 
years of age, the report of Lieut. 
Coakley and his aids concluded: 
“They are all positive the boy was 
drowned, as they saw him sink 
from the surface and never come 
back.“ 

A professional diver, Jack Plei- 
mann, spent four hours searching 
for the body in the brush-filled 
cove near the piling.

CHICAGO TO CUT OFF WATER 
SUPPLY OF TAX DELINQUENTS 


City Council Votes to Deny Mu- 
nicipal Services to Those Who 
‘Refuse to Pay... 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. @27.—The City 
Council today took drastic action 
calculated to break the tax Strike 
by denying to large delinquent tax- 
payers municipal rcervices, includ- 
ing water. 

The council adopted unanimous- 
ly a resolution prepared by the 
corporation counsel calling on the 
City Water Department to cut off 
within 10 days the water supply of 
any person or organization, which 
owes $10,000 or more back taxes 
and is able to pay. 

The resolution also authorized 
the Mayor to revoke at his discre- 
tion any special privileges, such as 
canopies, reserved parking spaces, 
electric signs over sidewalks, and 
the use of public property upon. 
over, or under sidewalks and 
streets now enjoyed by such tax de- 
ling uents. 

The resolution. was aimed at 
large taxpayers, said its sponsor, 
Alderman John S. Clark, because 
60 per cent of the unpaid $200,000,- 
000 taxes for 1928, 1929 and 1930 
is owed by persons paying more 
than $10,000 a year. 

The resolution provides that 
when a delinquent can prove he is 
desirous to pay but unable to do 
so, he shall not be denied muni- 
cipal services or reasonable priv- 
ileges. It also urges that pending 
tax cases in the courts be adjudi- 
cated as quickly as possible so that 
judgments against the delinquents 
may be obtained and collected.

Leaving Berlin four weeks ago 
today, he stopped at Geneva for 
some preliminary work on next 
winter’s worid economic and finan- 
cial conference, had dinner there 
on a Monday evening and six days 
later had Sunday dinne: in Wash- 
ington. 

Since then be has been speaking 
to groups of German descént on 
the situation in Germany and the 
effect of the moratorium and repa- 
rations cancelation. He has gone 
back to the days immediately after 


the armistice to relate that Presi- 


dent Hoover broke the allied block- 
ade to end famine in Gerrilany, and 
Organized, financed and led the 
American Relief Association, which 
fed 8,000,000 Germans.

It has been hurt by the wip- 
ing out of its markets, lapses from 
the gold standard, the transfer of 
funds—particulariy the tranefers— 
and by the prohibitions of various 
countries against goods coming in 
from the outside.” 

By “prohibitions,” he said, he 
meant arbitrary limitations or 
“quotas” set for imports, and not 
tariffs. The quotas, he explained, 
were new. “while we always got 
along with tariffs.” 

The sense of financial stringen- 
cy, unnoticed by visitors in Berlin, 
was ever-present to its residents, he 
said. “When I went to Berlin three 
years ago,” he related, “it was hard 
to find a night off from the social 
round, but the entertaining now is 
confined to the diplomatic corps. 
The German people simply cannot 
afford it.” 

“Their One Great Friend.” 

He believed there was “definite 
progress” toward tolerance between 
France and Germany—a real key of 
he German situation—and he char- 
acterized the friendship of official 
Germany toward the United States, 
and of the German people for 
Americans, as remarkable. 

“They seem to feel,” he said, 
“that the United States is their one 
great Friend. The relations between 
the two countries are ideal.’

NEW YORK, Oct 27.—1f Presi- 
dent Hoover ‘is’ re-elected or if 
Gov. Roosevelt wins the Presidency 
by only a small majority, the

This is the conclusion of G40 
E. Robinson of Columbia Univer- 
sity, author of the book, “Straw 


Votes,“ published by the Columbia 
University Council on Research. in 
the Social Sciences. Robinson has 
made a‘ special study of the pre- 


election forecasts of 1928 and 1932 


and is the outstanding student in 
this country on the subject. 
Robinson's analysis of the Lit-} 


erary Digest and the Hearst polls | tage, 


brings him to the conclusior that 
Roosevelt and Garner will have a 
plurality of 7,826,000 over the Hoo- 


this is a conservative estimate. 
Other predictions based on similar 
data give the Democrats an ad- 
vantage as high as 10,000,000 
votes. 

Only Four Hoover States. 

Hoover, according to Robinson's 
calculations, will carry only four 
states, and these by a smal} mar- 
gin. They are Maine, with a Re- 
publican plurality of 26,000: Ver- 
mont, 4,000: New Hampshire, 11,- 
000 and Delaware, 72,000. His 
computations allot such rockrib- 
bed Republican states as Pennsyl- 
vania, lowa and Kansas to the 
Democrats with almost unbeliev-: 
able pluralities. 

The Democratic plurality in Mis- 
souri, as determined by his meth- 
ods, will be 441,000; in Illinois, 
845,000; in New York, ‘766,000, and 
in Pennsylvania, 705,000. 

Robinson has worked out his 
own corrections for the Literary 
Digest and the Hearst polis. In 
the past, he says, these polls, des- 
pite the claims of their sponsors, 
have shown rather great errors in 
the forecast of pluralities in indi- 
vidual] states, although they have 
had only a comparatively small per- 
centage of error in the electoral 
vote.

Robinson claims that his system, 
which is based on the shift of vot- 


ers from one party to the other _ 


in New England. 
An analysis of the 1928 polis has 
disclosed that a more accurate pre- 
diction could have been made if 
more attention had been paid to 
the shift of voters.” 

In explaining how his methods 
worked in the instance of Missouri, | 
as based on the Oct. 22 Digest poll, 
Robinson said that his calculations 
for the State were very close to 
the pere ntages obtained by mere- 
ly using the simple votes for Hoo- 
ver and Roosevelt. This was not 
true in other states, where the dif- 


Here is how the predicted Dem- 
ocratic majority in Missouri is de- 
termined by Robinson’s methods: 

The Digest reported that of the 
57,959 straw ballots cast for Roose- 
velt. 18,175 had the notation that 
the same voters had voted the Re- 
publican ticket in 1928. Of the 
31,333 straw ballots cast for Hoo- 
ver, 26.267 carried the notation 
that they had voted for the same 
candidate in the -1928 election. 
Thus, here was a total of 44,442 
citizens—18,175 plus 26,267—who 
had voted the Republican ticket in 
1928. Of this number, Roosevelt. 
in the 1932 straw poll. received 
40.8 per cent. 

These same ballots disclosed that 
Roosevelt had received 32,906 votes 
from persons who actually voted 
for Smith in 1928. Hoover re- 
ceived only 1800 Smith votes. Thus 
out of a total of 34,706 Democratic 
votes in 1928, Roosevelt received

stantly by a majority of Congress and a 
President willing to sign euch an act. 

And only the election of Roosevelt can 
assure the leadership in the White House 
to bring such change to pass—unless 
the dry leaders and their followers have 
been sadly misled.

More serious, however, is the reaction of Presiden 
Hoover, who, when the economists implored him in 
1930 to veto the Hawley-Smoot bill, signed it and 
justified his action by the plea that its iniquitous 
rates would be reduced by the Tariff Commission, 


tiate the action which he had promised two years 
ago. His nse was to order the Tariff Commis- 
sion to in te the duties on 16 specific com- 
modities, with a view to their further elevation. Like 
a man who attempts to gain his point in an argu- 
ment by reiterating his position in louder and louder 
tones, he pushed even further the polity which ex- 
pert opinion had unanimously condemned as ‘eco- 
nomically unsound. ü a 

The President argued in support of his order that 
the restoration of employment is ‘threatened by a 
flood of imports made possible by the depreciation 
of foreign currencies. The flood of imports which he 
bewails has as yet made no impression on the offi- 
cial statistics of international trade. Our imports in 
the first six months of 1930, before the passage of 
the Grundy tariff, were valued at $1,736,000,000. For 
the corresponding period in the present year they 
stood at $826,000,000, a decline of over 50 per cent. 

The threat of foreign currency depreciation is equal- 
ly erroneous. During the last two years, wholesale 
prices have fallen 21 per cent in France and Hol- 
land, 20 per cent in Germany and Italy, 17% per cent 
in England, 16 per cent in Japan and 11 per cent in 
Canada. But during the same period, they have 
dropped 22% per cent in the United States. The 
standard of living has fallen more here than it has 
abroad. The spread in costs is less now than it was 
in 1930. The Grundy rates, which were not needed 
in 1930, are needed even less today. 

This order, issued as it was in response to hostile 
criticism in the heat of the national campaign, com- 
pletely destroys the President’s former pretense that 
the Tariff Commission is an impartial, expert, fact- 
finding agency. By his own act, he has made it a 
part of the Republican publicity machinery. 

It has frequently been charged that the flexibility 
of the tariff is like the flexibility of the elbow, bend- 
ing only upward. If anyone doubted this charge, Mr. 
Hoover’s present mové should offer conciusive proof 
of its solidity. 

The order is also violative of sound social ethics 
in its bald appeal to selfish sectional interests. In re- 
leasing it, the White House made public a list of 
cities where employment was to be stimulated by 
its supposed benefits. We doubt if history records 
a more brazen instance of economic intimidation. 

President Hoover has frequently spoken with dis- 
approval of the lobbying and log rolling which have 
characterized congressional consideration of tafiff 
legislation. It is difficult to discover the ethical su- 
periority of his present appeal. 
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AND NOW THERE ARE THREE. 

Of the 26 candidates for Congress in Missouri, only 
three have received the accolade of the Anti-Saloon 
League. Is it not too bad? In the few weeks since 
the primary, the man with the plug hat has sor- 
rowfully cut from the list of the anointed the five 
Democrats who turned turtle and signed John Coch- 
ran’s manifesto. Gone also is Phil Bennett, Repub- 
lican candidate from ‘Springfield, who has done 
something or other since the primary to warrant ex- 
communication. So there remain three Republic- 
ans—Manlove, Hopkins and Palmer. And but a few 
short years ago, the Anti-Saloon League held all 
Missouri candidates, with few exceptions, in the hol- 
low of its hand. Thus does tempus fugit and thus 
do the mighty fall. 
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LUNCHES FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

The Children’s Lunch Association, an organization 
of public-spirited women, from its beginning 18 years 
ago has viewed as an experiment its work of provid- 
ing lunches for grammar school children. It under- 
took to show that appetizing, nourishing meals could 
be served to these children at a low cost and on a 
self-sustaining basis. The demonstration has suc- 
ceeded doubly—in providing such lunches for thou- 
sands of children, and in convincing the Board of 
Education that the plan was practicable. The board 
at its last meeting wrote finis to the group’s work 
by accepting the invitation to take over the service in 
the five remaining schools where it had not already 
done so. The board also received more than $1000 
‘remaining in the association’s treasury, to be used 
largely for serving free meals to those unable to pay. 

The association’s hundreds of volunteer workers 
and supporters have made possible this benefit to 
the city’s school children. As the group winds up its 
affairs, it may rest assured that a genuine achieve- 
ment is to its credit. 
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RUSSIA’S DEPRESSION. 

Russia had boasted of being depression-proof, but 
now joins the other nations in grappling with an eco- 
nomic crisis, though of a different sort from those 
that harass her neighbors. Other nations are down- 
cast at viewing factories shut down or on reduced 
schedule in the face of lowered consumption; Russia 
is disappointed because, while factories run at top 
speed, their increased production is only about halt 
that set for 1932 by the five-year plan. Skilled work- 
ers outnumber jobs in other countries: Russia has a 
shortage of skilled workers. Other countries have 
great surpluses of raw materials, while the most 
vigorous whip-cracking of Russia's dictators has not 
been sufficient to produce enough coal, steel and 
pig iron to meet factory demands. 

In foodstuffs, too, a crisis exists. There is likely to

This year, Senator Borah sulked and Mr. Hoover 
promptly went down in the Literary Digest poll.

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INTERFERING WITH FREEDOM OF THE BALLOT. 


Following the example of Henry Ford, an Ohio 
glass manufacturer urges his employes to vote for 
Herbert Hoover, saying: “Your future and the fu- 
ture of your company depend upon the outcome of 
this election.” ‘This kind of intimidation is an old 
story in American politics, and it has sometimes been 
effective, but in this campaign it is likely to have 
the opposite reaction. With the people determined 
to have-a change, as all signs indicate, the effort of 
a few employers to stuff the Republicans down our 
throats for four years more arouses the fiercest kind 
of antagonism. It is plain interference with the free- 
dom of the ballot and an attempt to curtail the rights 
of American citizenship. 
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THE ANNUAL SHAKEDOWN. 


City employes are again being shaken down for 
contributions to the local Republican treasury, ahd 
the Bureau of Municipal Research properly likens 
the practice to the organized rackets which have in- 
vaded some types of private business. It calls atten- 
tion to a provision in the City Charter forbidding the 
solicitation of political assessments from any person 
in the classified service, vielation of which is punish- 
able by fine and imprisonment. 

During the administrations of Mayor Miller, this 
provision of the City Charter has been lightly thrust 
aside, or evaded by terming the assessments “volun- 
tary contributions.” That phrase, of course, is ab- 
surd. Every city employe who is tapped for cam- 
paign funds knows that he must contribute or lose 
his job, just as most city employes must belong to 
ward political clubs and pay membership dues of 1 
per cent of each month's salary. j 

It is obvious that the constant demands made on 
city employes are destructive of morale and of effi- 
ciency. They are hired theoretically to serve the city 
single-mindedly, but they know that, under the pres- 
ent system, it is just as much a part of their work 
to give both time and money to the party. They are 
cogs in a political machine first, and public servants 
second. No private enterprise would tolerate such 
a condition, nor should the citizens of St. Louis. 

We need a new deal in municipal affairs, but we 
will never get it until we eliminate partisan politics 
‘from a domain of government in which it has no 
place. Cincinnati has shown the way, as have other 
cities, in looking upon municipal government as some 
thing to be conducted on a purely business basis. 
They have scrapped party emblems and all the rest 
of the political mummery and elect officials on non 
partisan ballots. \ 
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BILL OF DIVORCEMENT. 

Dudley Field Malone, divorce lawyer and buddy of 
Jimmie Walker, does not believe in half-way mea- 
sures. In renouncing Gov, Roosevelt, for whom he 
twice campaigned, for President Hoover, the dapper 
Malone cut the political bonds of a lifetime. Gov. 
Roosevelt is highly unpopular wich Walker's friends, 
so it is not surprising that one of them should at 
tempt to start a mugwump movement. 

But Malone's newly-acquired Republicanism does 
not stop at an indorsement of the President. Going 
down the line, Maloné finds Col. Donovan, Republican 
eandidate for Governor, to be preferred to Lieutenant- 
Governor Lehman, Democratic candjdate, and favors. 
George Z. Medalie, whoever he may be, to succeed 
Senator Wagner, whose brilliant record in the Sen- 
ate has brought him nation-wide fame.

Smith and the Religious Issue 


HERE must be many other loyal friends 
T of ex-Gov, Smith who, after hearing him 

on the radio Monday night, feel, as 1 
do, that the speech requires a lot of ex- 
plaining. Chiefly it is necessary to account 
for the vehemence with which he revived 
the bitter memories of 1928. 

It is no doubt true that the poisoned darts 
of that campaign wounded him more deeply 
than one can easily realize. No man in 
our time has been subjected to such das- 
tardly attack, and he would be a superman 
if in his heart he could forgive and forget 
it. That this attack was encouraged from 
Republican headquarters is beyond dispute, 
and the political profit which the present 
administration reaped from the exploitation 


ot bigotry will forever lay a dar sinister 


upon its shield. The campaign of 1928 was 
so disgraceful a chapter in our history that 
no oné who is an ordinary mortal with or- 
dinary human feélings can afford to say 
that Al Smith has not had ample provoca- 
tion for his resentment. 

’ * . 

And yet, I doubt whether he would have 
been moved to make the speech he made 
merély to pay off the scores of 1928. The 
present campaign along the Atlantic sea. 
board has developed in such a manner as 
to leave Mr. Smith in a very awkward posi- 
tion. Although I have no positive informa- 
tion on the matter. I believe that the real 
explanation of yy he chose to let himseif 
go is to be found in hig loca! political situ- 
ation and his relation to it. 

The substance of the matter is that in

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more effective weapon could he have 
chosen than to remind them that what hap- 
pened at the Democratic convention was got 
a patch on what happened in 1928? 
While this explains the speech, it does 
not, 1 think, justify it. It explains, for 
example, what Senator Borah has apparent- 
ly not understood, that the flerceness of the 
assault upon the prohibitionists arises out 
of the fact that in 1928 prohibition was 
used in many quarters as a mask for re- 
ligious bigotry. But it does not justify Al 
Smith's description of all drys as hypocrites 
and bigots. It explains why he indulged his 
resentments, but it does not justify the

Above all, the speech had the fatal defect 
of being itself intolerant in temper, and 
that raises an objection to it which tran- 
scends all ordinary political considérations. 
Destiny has made Al Smith the incarnate 
symbol of religious liberty in America. On 
him converge passions and loyalties of. such 
forge that, if they are not wisely guarded, 
they will tear apart here, as they have in 
the past and in other lands, the bonds of 
the community. It is not Al Smith’s privi- 


lege to cultivate resentment. . The self 


indulgence gta private person is not for 
him. His ‘part is to stand fearlessly under 
attack and to defy it by an imperturbable 
magnaenimity, and to exemplify that toler- 
ance which has been denied to him. 

This ts the only way in which imponder- 
able prejudice, as distinct from privilege 
entrenched in institutions, can be defeated 
in a society of free men.

POPE CALLS MODERN ART 
‘CARICATURE, PROFANATION’ 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, Oct. 27.—Pope 
Pius XI condemned modern art, es- 
pecially as it dealt with religious 
subjects, when he opened today a 
new picture gallery in Vatican City. 
The ceremony was attended by 18 
Cardinals, who heard the Pope de- 
clare that the new school of paint- 
ing resolved itself “into caricature 
and even profanation” in touching 
religious subjects. He recommend- 
ed that Bishops be careful of the 
art they permit to be introduced 
in churches. 

“The list of masterpieces in this 
gallery.“ the Pope said, “shows 
how religious sentiment is capable 
of full development in any art, any 
epoch and any surrounding, as long 
as art remains faithful to its in- 
spiration.”’ 

He said he grieved because false 
art.can be found in many churches 
which house God and prayer.” He 
said artists should always remem- 
ber that religious art “must be in 
conformity with the religious.” 

The Pope reminded his hearers 
that this also is required by 
churches in the code and ritual. 
“Bishops are responsible for seeing 
that these criteria.“ he said, “are 
followed im all religious art intro- 
duced in the churches of their 
dioceses.”

000. The corrected Hearst poll put 
Pennsylvania in the Democratic 
column by a plurality of 441,000— 
the same as Missouri—while the 
uncorrected figures showed a Dem- 
ocratic plurality of only 113,000. 
Helps Eliminate Errors. 
Robinson claims that his meth- 
ods do much to eliminate the er- 
ror which is bound to creep into 
the poll based on the use of a 
telephone and the ownership of an 
automobile. Many of the mill work- 
ers of New England do not have 
telephones in their homes or own 
automobiles. Many of the unem- 
ployed are without both. He insists 
that the succeeding Digest and 
Hearst polls will bear out the per 
centages of the October figures. 
Robinson does not confine him- 
self to the nation-wide polls, and 
his office in the Physics Building 
on the Columbia Campus is piled 
high with newspapers which are 
conducting loca] surveys. For the 
most part, these local polls give 
Roosevelt decidedly more edge over 
Hoover than the uncorrected Di- 
gest and Hearst polls and in many 
instances are even well above the 
corrected figures. 


In Philadelphia, the Record has 
found 70 per cent of its straw votes 
for Roosevelt; in Dayton, O., the 
News credited Roosevelt with 72 
per cent. The Cincinnati Enquirer, 
polling the entire State, found 67 
per cent of the voters interviewed 
supporting the Democratic presi- 
dential ticket, and the Columbus 
Dispatch, also .covering the entire 
State, reported 65 per cent of 
their “samples” for Roosevelt and 
Garner. The Rockford, III., Star 
and Register, published by Mrs. | 
Ruth Hanna McCormick Simms, 
reported Roosevelt a $-to-2 favor- 
ite, 


Mental Attitude of Voters. 

Robinson believes that the local 
and nation-wide polls are both 
subject to error, The so-called pro- 
test voters are always much more 
active than the complacent voters, 
and respond more quickly to straw- 
vote appeals. It has been found 
that where a citizen must clip a 
ballot from a newspaper and spend 
3 cents postage, the vote for Roose- 
velt is overwhelming, running often 
as high as A 20 to 1 for Hoo- 
ver. He also points out that the 
ordinary person regards his actual 
vote much more than a straw vote 
and is likely to cast a straw vote 
without much consideration of the 
issues. 

The Columbia research expert is 
puzzled by the opposition of many 
persons to straw votes. They write 
him from all parts of the country, 
protesting that publication of the 
results, influence the November 
elections, The explanation usually 
made in the protests is that many 
unthinking voters want to be with 
the winner. Robinson points out 
that politicians and newspapers 
have been taking polls for gnera- 
tions, and that the politicians often 
try to rush the untkinking voter 
off his feet by claiming that their 
candidate will win by a huge plu- 
rality. 

Robinson said that he knew of no 
accurate way to take a straw vote 
which would show the shift of 
voters during the last few weeks of 
the campaign, as is now claimed by 
Republican leaders. The Digest 
ballots were sent out during Sep- 
tember and the Hearst ballots were 
mailed in weekly waves. Robinson 
said that there probably had been 
some shifting of voters during the 
past few weeks, but declined to 
estimate the number, observing 
that none of the polls he knew 
about gave any tangible evidence 
of a drift to Hoover. He warned,

Democrat Proposes Addi- 
tion to Volstead Law De- 


claring It Does Not Apply . | 


to Malted Liquors. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Former 


Gov. Alfred BD. Smith, Democratic 
candidate for President in 19328, 
and Congressman James M. Beck, 
Republican wet, of Pennsylvania, 
spoke last night at a testimonial] 
dinner to Mrs. Charles H. Sabin, 
head of the Women’s Organization 
for National Prohibition Reform. 

Smith proposed a quick way to 
bring back beer by amending the 
Volstead law to read: “Nothing 
herein contained shall be deemed 
to apply to malted liquors.” 

Beck, a former United States So- 
licitor-General and a widely recog- 
nized authority on constitutional 
law, discussed three ways of aban- 
doning prohibition—by repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment, by 
modification of the Volatead law, 
and by refusal to vots any money 
for prohibition enforcement. 

Mrs. Sabin paid tribute to Smith 
and Beck as men who “have 
jéopardized their standing in their 
parties, to which they have given 
their most devoted and statesman- 
like service,” because of “their 
convictions.” 

Beck Telis Little Story. 

Beck won applause and laughter 
when he declared: “If you will par- 
don a jocose reference, I would 
say that the Governor’s (Smith's) 
recent speech in Newark greatly 
amused me as a loyal Republican. 

“It reminded me of an incident 
in the life of Theodore Roosevelt. 
He had been invited to deliver the 
oration at the dedication of a 
statue in Indianapolis to Gen. Law- 
ton. He took occasion to devote 
his entire speech to a stern admoni- 
tion to Wall Street to behave it- 
self, and he received from his At- 
torney-General, Gen. Philander C. 
Knox, the following letter: 

„Pear Mr. President: My 
hearty congratulations upon your 
speech at Indianapolis. Yours very 
truly, Philander C. Knox. P. 8. 
What did you say the name of the 
man was whose statue was dedi- 
cated?’” 

Beck said Congress could bring 
back light wines and beer by re- 
pealing the Volstead act, by amend- 
ing it to raise the alcoholic con- 
tent, or by “refusing to appropri- 
ate one dollar for enforcement of 
an unenforceable law.” 

“Tt only takes 200 brave men in 
the House of Representatives,” he 
added., to cut off appropriations. 

Beck compared Mrs. Sabin to 
Harriet Beecher Stowe. 

Of Smith, he said: “Few public 
men in the last 10 years have grown 
more steadily in the estimation of 
many thoughtful Americans of both 
parties. I ar a great admirer of 
Gov. Smith because he is one of 
that rare breed who has clear con- 
victions and the moral courage to 
express them.” 

Smith Says He Has Two Weeks. 

Smith, turning to Beck and 
making reference to the speech the 
Congressman had just delivered, 
said: “I have two weeks to ex- 
plain that telegram.” i 


After the dinner Beck asked 


Smith is he referred to his Newark 


speech and to the Theodore Roose- 
velt story. “Think it over,” Smith 
told him with a chuckle. 

In criticising ratification of con- 
stitutional amendments by legisla- 
tures, Smith said the Wickersham 
report “speaks about the unfairness 
of ratification by state legislatures,” 
and added: The legislatures of 


our states are not so constituted 


as to reflect popular will.” 

He suggested the Volstead act be 
amended by the addition of a sec- 
tion reading: “Nothing herein con- 
tained shall be deemed to apply to 
malted liquors.” 

“And we will get beer and ale 
right away,” he continued. “We 
don't have to pass upon the intox!- 
cating quality of it. Just say the 
law doesn't apply to it.” 

He said the history of prohibition 
“indicates the absolute necessity of 
organization.” 

In this connection he said he 
wanted to pay a tribute to the late 
Wayne Wheeler, former head of 
the Anti-Saloon League, as a 
“smart one,” “not only a brilliant 
man, but a showman, an actor.” 
Smith said Wheeler “wrote the Vol- 
stead act and Uncle Andy (Vol- 
stead) just introduced it.” 

The Why of Half of 1 Per Cent. 

He told of a conversation he had 
with Wheeler which, he said, ran 
as follows: “I said to him, ‘Why 
didn’t you speak about alcoholic 
beverages in the eighteenth 
amendment? Why didn’t you use 
the word alcohol?’ ö 

“He said, We were afraid we 
couldn’t get it by Congress.’ 

“I said, ‘How did you happen to 
hit on the half of 1 per cent 

„Why.“ he said, ‘we took that 
out of your excise law in this 
state.’ 

% Oh,“ I said; is that so. Well, 
the State of New York never at- 
tempted to define an intoxicant. 
» « « We made it half of 1 per cent 
to get everybody for taxation pur- 


poses.

Smith said in 1913 he “allowed 
myself to be talked into” dropping 
his opposition to the “primary sys- 
tem of nominating” and that “there 
is nothing that I ever did in public 
life I regret as much as that.“ 

He called such a system, “at the 
root of this whole thing.”

tomorrow, has a line that averages

and a team that averages 191. 

It is at present impossible to 
state just how great a weight-ad- 
vantage the Jayhawkers will have 
because the St. Louis U. backfield 
has not yet been chosen. There 
may be an indication, however, in 
the disparity in the weight of th 
two lines. 5 

Kansas Line Heavy. 

With the Kansas forwards aver- 
aging 190 and two of them weignh- 
ing 195 each, Walsh will use Mc- 
Leod at center, Franklin Smith and 
Montgomery at the guards, Capt. 
O’Brien and Dick Bockrath at the 
tackles and McCowan and Minkey 
or Taylor at ends. At least, this 
is the starting combination at the 
present. With Taylor, who is heav- 
ier than Minkey, this Billiken line 
will average 187 so there won't be 
so much disparity on the forward 
line.

Domestic manufacturers alleged 
Holland and Russia were selling 
‘the product in the United States at 
less than its fair value as contem- 
plated by the provisions of the 
1921 anti-dumping act. The bu- 
reau also ordered customs apprais- 
ers to suspend appraisement of all 
rubber foowear from Csecho- 
Slovakia, pending completion of 
an investigation as to whether the 
anti-dumping act should be in- 
voked. Importers will be permitted 
to give bond subject to forfeiture 
if it is held finally that the imports 
violate the statute.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27. — Tak- 


ing cognizance of charges that pri- 
vate contractors were mistreating 


Negro laborers on Federal flood- 
control projects along the Lower 
Mississippi River, Presideht Hoo- 
ver yesterday appointed a com- 
mittee of three Negroes and one 
white man to make an immediate 
investigation. 
He named Dr. Robert R. Moton, 
president of Tuskegee Institute; 
Judge James A. Cobb of Washing- 
ton, D. C., and Eugene Knickle 
Jones, executive secretary of the 
Urban League of New York City, 
representing the Negro race, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel U. S. Grant, 
representing the United States 
Army. : 
A White House announcement 
said Mr. Hoover had asked this 
committee “to make a thorough 
and impartial inquiry as promptly 
as possible” and report the results 
of the investigation to him immedi- 
ately. 
For months charges have been 
made that conditions in some 
places amounting almost to slavery 
oxisted on the privately contracted 
Government projects along the Mis- 
sissippi River. 

Inquiry by Army. 
Army engineers in that section 
are conducting an investigation. 
They have reported on several oc- 
casions that the lack of specific 
charges hampered their studies. 
Early in the last session Con- 
gress,. William Green, president of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
requested the House Labor Com- 
mittee to make an investigation of 
conditions, asserting that~ reports 


bor was being mistreated. 

Later, a closed hearing was held 
by War Department officials upon 
similar charges by the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People. 

Brigadier-General George B. 
Pillsbury, assistant chief of army 
engineers, in a statement, said he 
had been unable to obtain “any 
specific evidence of mistreatmont 
of Negroes by contractors other 
than the general statement that 
camps and food were unsanitary.“ 

“So the information submitted 
is of practically no value to the 
department in pursuit of the in- 
vestigation it is carrying on,” Pills- 
bury added. 

White House Statement. 

The White House statement fol- 
lows: 

“Charges have been laid before 
the President that some of the pri- 
vate contractors doing work for the 
Government on flood control proj- 
ects on the lower Mississippi River 
are paying unreasonably low wages 
to Negro employes, overcharging 
the men at the contractors’ com- 
missaries, keeping their camps in 
a very unsanitary condition, and, in 
some casés, resorting to physical 
viglence in the treatment of the 
men. 

“The President has requested Dr. 
Robert R. Moton, head of Tuske- 
gee Institute; Judge James A. Cobb 
of Washington, D. C., and Mr. Eu- 
gene Knickle Jones, executive sec- 
retary of the Urban League of New 
York City, representing the Negro 
race, and Lieutenant-Colonel U. 8. 
Grant, representing the United 
States army, to make a thorough 
and impartial inquiry as promptly 
as possible. 

He has directed the members 
of the commission to proceed at 
their earliest convenience to the 
placés where the construction work 
is being carried on by these con- 
tractors and to report to him on 
the facts as determined by their 
investigation immediately upon its 
conclusion.”

RISHFREE STATE 
SFEKS TO CONTROL 
GRAIN PRODUCTION 


Bill Drafted for Payment of 
Bounty to Growers and 
Regulation of Imports of 
Stock Feed. 


By tho Associated Press. : 
DUBLIN, Irish Free State, Oct. 


27.—The text of a government bill 
designed to give the state control 
of the growing and milling of all 
cereals, and the importation of all 
foodstuffs for livestock was made 
public today. 
The bill provides for the regis- 
tration of growers, millers and im- 
porters, who alone will be permit- 
ted to deal for resale in the prod- 
ucts affected by the bill. The meas- 
ure fixes standard prices for home- 
grown wheat and provides a 
bounty for such wheat, but only 
when grown on registered areas. 
The standard price for .280- 
pound barrel of wheat would be 23 
shillings 6 pence (about $4) be- 
tween the months of August and 
December in 1933 and 1934 under 
the bill. 
Between January and July in 
1934 and 1935 the price would be 
25 shillings (about $4.25). The 
bounty will be equal to the differ- 
ence between the ascertained and 
standard prices a barrel. 


The development of wheat grow- 
ing and milling industries by the 
Free State is in line with its policy 
under President Eamon de Valera 
of making the country, as far as 
possible, independent of outsiders 
for foodstuffs. A tariff war be- 
tween the Free. State and Great 
Britain over the defaulted Irish 
land annuities has sprung up, and 
as a result each country has levied 
a tariff of 20 per cent against the 
other. 


British Levy on Imports From 
Irish Free State Nov. 15.

LONDON, Oct. 27.—After Nov. 


15, duties will be assessed on im- 
ports into the United Kingdom 
from the Irish Free State as though 
they were shipped from a foreign 
country.

‘In Chicago, 50 of the 350 mod- 
els in the city have organized the 
Artists’ and Models’ Union and 
have won recognition by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. In New 
York the Models“ Guild has been 
formed, with a clubroom for its 
300 members and a system where- 
by jobs and models can be 
brought together quickly and effi- 
ciently. 

Visiting the headquarters of eith- 
er of these organizations, you 
might find some of your old no- 
Ptions about artists’ models in need 
of revision. - 

Bernice Argast, one of the most 
beautiful models in America, is 
secretary of the Chicago union; 
and she gives a picture of the 
typical model which is quite at 
variance with the popular idea. 

She points out that most models 
are quiet, home-loving girls, who 
dream of homes of their own, with 
loving husbands and babies, just 
as any other girls do, and who look 
with horror on unscrupulous em- 
ployers who try to do business with 
them on anything but a profession- 
al basis. 

“The only difference between us 
and other girls,” she explains with 
a sly smile, “is that we like to wear 
clothes and look pretty. We're 
what you might call peacock wom- 


en. We love to strut.” 


To measure up, however, to the 
exacting standards of a model. 
Miss Argast adds that a girl must 
be a perfect 16, stand at least 5 
feet 6 inches in her silk stocking 
feet, and look youthful. 

In addition, she must also pos 
sess poise, a pleasing smile, and 
persistence enough to find herseli 
an employer. For until the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor granted 
charter No. 18,210 to Chicago's 
model union, and its members 
opened headquarters with an em 
ployment bureau in conjunction 
the only way to get work as = 
model was to find it.
